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WORLD  SUGAR  AND  MOLASSES  PRODUCTION 
LOWER  IN  1974/75  THAN  IN  1973/74 


Summary 

The  latest  estimate  for  the  1974/75  world  sugar  crop  is 
79.4  million  metric  tons  (87.5  million  short  tons),  com- 
pared with  80.7  million  tons  a  year  earlier.  Carryover 
stocks  in  46  selected  countries  of  9.0  million  tons  at  the 
beginning  of  1974/75  were  down  for  the  fifth  year  in  a 
row.  However,  consumption  during  1974/75  was  an  esti- 
mated 80.0  million  tons,  just  slightly  above  output. 

Beet  plantings  for  the  1975/76  season  are  an  estimated 
27  percent  larger  in  the  United  States  and  14  percent  larger 
in  Western  Europe.  Weather  conditions  have  been  gener- 
ally favorable  over  most  of  Europe  this  year.  Drought, 
however,  has  hit  part  of  the  USSR  and  the  Caribbean  area 
recently. 

During  1974/75,  cane  sugar  output  was  higher  than  a 
year  earlier,  while  the  beet  sugar  outturn  was  lower.  Cane 
sugar  production  of  50.4  million  tons  accounted  for  63.4 
percent  of  the  world  total,  while  beet  sugar  output  stood  at 
29.0  million  tons. 

Sugar  production  in  the  USSR  of  8.0  million  tons  was 
1 .6  million  tons  below  the  previous  year's  because  of  poor 
weather.  Output  was  also  down  in  the  rest  of  Europe  from 
17.2  million  tons  in  1973/74  to  15.8  million  tons  in  1974/ 
75  for  the  same  reason.  Other  decreases  were  found  in 
Cuba  and  in  U.S.  beet  sugar  production. 

These  decreases  were  only  partially  offset  by  increases 
elsewhere;  U.S.  cane  sugar  output  increased  as  did  produc- 
tion in  South  Africa,  Brazil,  Australia,  and  India. 

During  1975/76,  preliminary  estimates  indicate  output 
will  be  higher  in  the  United  Kingdom,  Spain,  the  Nether- 
lands, Italy,  Mexico,  and  the  Philippines  and  some  other 
countries. 

World  production  of  noncentrifugal  sugar  was  just 
slightly  higher  in  1974/75 — 10.4  million  tons,  compared 
with  10.3  million  tons  a  year  earlier. 


World  prices  increased  during  the  past  several  years, 
reaching  a  record  monthly  average  of  57.17  cents  per 
pound  in  November  1974  (f.o.b.  Caribbean  ports).  Since 
then,  prices  have  declined,  averaging  15.93  cents  per 
pound  in  June  1975. 

North  America 

Cuba.  The  1974/75  harvest  is  still  placed  at  5.5  million 
tons,  slightly  below  that  of  the  year  before.  The  decline 
mainly  resulted  from  generally  dry  conditions  that  have 
affected  the  whole  Caribbean  area.  Rains  beginning  in 
May  probably  have  provided  some  relief  elsewhere,  but 
came  too  late  to  influence  the  size  of  the  Cuban  sugar  crop. 
Cuba  has  a  number  of  long-term  contracts  with  Communist 
countries,  including  the  USSR,  the  People's  Republic  of 
China,  and  several  countries  of  Eastern  Europe.  The  USSR 
reportedly  is  purchasing  Cuba's  sugar  at  20  cents  per 
pound.  In  return,  Cuba  receives  needed  goods  and  techni- 
cal aid. 

The  Central  Planning  Board  (JUCEPLAN)  reportedly 
says  that  Cuba's  sugar  industry  goals  include: 

•  Increasing  the  24,000  tractors  currently  in  use  in  Cuba's 
sugar  industry. 

•  Construction  of  a  joint  Cuba-USSR  factory  to  build  600 
cane  harvesters  annually  by  1980. 

•  Expanding  port  storage  and  bulk  shipping  facilities. 

•  Three  new  bulk  sugar  export  terminals  and  two  for  ex- 
port of  sugar  in  sacks. 

•  Modernization  of  the  central  highway. 

•  A  bulk  cargo  fleet  by  1980. 

Dominican  Republic.  Last  year's  harvest  (1974/75) 
was  an  estimated  1.2  million  tons,  about  the  same  as  that 
of  a  year  earlier.  Grindings  did  not  begin  until  mid- 
February  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  country.  Sugar  exports 


during  1975  are  expected  to  total  1.0  million  tons,  just 
slightly  less  than  in  1974. 

El  Salvador.  Output  is  expected  to  rise  again  in  1975/76 
to  an  estimated  275,000  tons.  Exports  should  also  increase 
to  roughly  165,000  tons  during  1975/76,  compared  with 
about  155,000  tons  last  year.  Work  on  the  construction  of 
the  Jiboa  Valley  mill  was  to  have  begun  in  June  1975.  It  is 
scheduled  to  begin  operating  in  January  1977  and  will 
have  an  initial  daily  capacity  of  3,200  tons  of  cane. 

Mexico.  Output  has  been  revised  downward  slightly  for 
1974/75  to  2.9  million  tons — still  a  record  crop  for  the 
country.  Consumption  is  increasing  about  5  percent  annu- 
ally, and  retail  prices  are  strictly  controlled.  During 
1975/76,  production  is  forecast  at  3.0  million  tons.  Ex- 
ports during  1975  are  expected  to  be  about  600,000  tons. 
During  the  first  3  months  of  the  year,  substantial  quantities 
were  sold  to  European  and  African  countries,  but  most 
sales  are  now  being  made  to  the  United  States — the  tradi- 
tional market  for  Mexico's  export  sugar. 

United  States.  There  has  been  no  major  revision  in  the 
1974/75  U.S.  sugar  crop  since  the  March  estimate.  Sugar- 
beet  acreage  during  1975/76  is  now  estimated  to  be  up  27 
percent  from  that  of  a  year  earlier.  U.S.  sugar  imports  dur- 
ing 1975  are  running  well  behind  last  year's  level  because 
of  reduced  consumption,  expected  increased  production, 
and  more  use  of  high-fructose  corn  syrup.  The  Red  River 
Valley  beet  area  was  hit  by  floods  recently,  but  the  total 
1975/76  U.S.  sugar  harvest  will  still  be  well  above  last 
year's.  Weather  conditions  in  all  other  areas  have  been 
generally  favorable  so  far  this  season — with  the  exception 
of  Puerto  Rico,  where  there  has  been  drought. 


South  America 

Argentina.  Although  output  was  off  in  1974/75  because 
of  cane  delivery  delays  and  a  strike  by  mill  workers, 
Argentina's  sugar  industry  is  expected  to  continue  expand- 
ing in  1975/76.  Planted  acreage  is  probably  up  by  an  esti- 
mated 10  percent.  Production  could  reach  1 .7  million  tons 
in  1975/76,  compared  with  1.5  million  tons  last  year.  Ex- 
ports during  1974/75  were  an  estimated  490,000  tons  and 
are  forecast  at  460,000  tons.  The  main  reasons  for  the  re- 
duction are  increased  domestic  consumption  and  the 
necessity  of  building  up  low  stocks. 

Brazil.  The  outlook  for  Brazil's  sugar  industry  con- 
tinues good.  Production  reached  a  record  7.4  million  tons 
in  1974/75,  compared  with  7.0  million  tons  a  year  earlier. 
During  1975/76,  initial  authorized  production  on  a  raw 
basis  is  7.8  million  tons.  Sugar  exports  of  2.3  million  met- 
ric tons  in  1974  were  valued  at  $1.3  billion,  f.o.b.,  also  an 
alltime  record.  The  July  1975  frost  hit  the  Parana  and  Sao 
Paulo  sugar  areas,  and  may  reduce  1975/76  production. 

The  mill  merger  and  modernization  program  continues. 
Funds  under  this  program  were  allotted  as  follows  in  1 974: 
Mill  and  plantation  equipment,  $273  million;  price  sub- 
sidies, $204  million;  turnover  capital  to  coops,  $1 10  mil- 


lion; mill  merging  and  relocation,  $90  million;  research, 
$3  million;  total,  $680  million. 

The  Sugar  and  Alcohol  Institute  estimates  that  sugar 
capacity  will  be  increased  to  9.9  million  tons  of  all  types 
of  sugar  by  1980. 

Chile.  Chile  produced  two  poor  crops  in  1973/74  and 
1974/75.  Output  is  expected  to  recover  in  1975/76  and  raw 
sugar  imports  are  likely  to  be  down  in  1975.  It  is  planned 
that  about  70,000  tons  of  refined  sugar  will  be  exported  in 
1975  because  of  lower  consumption  and  high  storage 
costs.  This  sugar  is  mostly  being  exported  to  Turkey. 

Colombia.  Colombia  produced  less  sugar  in  1974/75 
than  previously  thought  because  of  mechanical  difficulties 
in  the  mills.  In  1975/76,  output  is  estimated  at  950,000 
tons,  and  exports  will  again  increase.  Panela  (noncen- 
trifugal)  output  will  also  be  up  in  1975/76.  Some  panela  is 
exported  by  Colombia,  amounting  to  7,000  tons  during 
1974/75  from  an  authorized  quota  of  30,000  tons. 

Peru.  Although  Peru  again  crushed  more  cane  in  1974/ 
75,  production  of  sugar  was  about  the  same  as  a  year  ear- 
lier because  of  lower  sugar  content.  Acreage  and  yields 
continue  to  expand  gradually.  The  United  States  was  again 
the  primary  export  market  in  1974,  with  the  USSR  a  sec- 
ondary one.  Initial  production  in  the  eastern  jungle  area  is 
expected  in  1977  or  1978. 


Europe 

Denmark.  The  1975/76  beet  harvest  is  expected  to  pro- 
duce about  5  1  1 ,000  tons  of  sugar.  Weather  conditions  here 
and  elsewhere  in  Europe  were  favorable  in  the  early  part  of 
the  season.  About  40  percent  of  the  expanded  "A"  quota 
authorized  by  the  European  Community  (EC)  will  be  ac- 
counted for  by  new  producers.  The  exportable  surplus  will 
be  about  272,000  tons  in  1975/76,  50  percent  above  that  of 
a  year  earlier. 

France.  Sugar  production  in  1975/76  is  estimated  at  3.6 
million  tons,  up  from  2.9  million  a  year  ago.  Although 
planting  started  late  because  of  wet  field  conditions, 
favorable  weather  has  prevailed  since.  Planting  intentions 
for  the  1975/76  crop  were  estimated  at  9  percent  above 
year-earlier  levels.  The  "A"  quota  for  France  itself  during 
1975/76  is  2.5  million  tons,  and  the  "B"  quota  is  an  addi- 
tional 45  percent.  Processing  capacity  is  to  be  increased  to 
4.1  million  tons  in  1975/76,  according  to  the  Sugar  Pro- 
ducers' Association,  and  will  reach  5.4  million  tons  in 
1980. 

Italy.  Italy  is  making  one  of  the  largest  production  in- 
creases in  Europe  during  1975/76,  according  to  prelimi- 
nary estimates.  Acreage  has  been  expanded  by  at  least  22 
percent  over  last  year's.  Although  the  weather  has  not 
been  perfect  so  far,  output  should  recover  to  1.2  million 
tons  in  1975/76. 

Spain.  The  1975/76  crop  is  up,  but  not  as  much  as  pre- 
viously expected.  Latest  estimates  place  the  1975/76  har- 
vest at  822,000  tons,  still  well  above  that  of  a  year  earlier. 
The  reason  for  the  increase  is  that  plantings  are  an  esti- 


mated  64  percent  larger  than  last  year — a  move  prompted 
by  a  raise  in  beet  and  cane  prices  for  the  1975/76  crop. 

United  Kingdom.  The  1975/76  harvest  will  be  an  esti- 
mated 1.1  million  tons  of  sugar,  compared  with  only 
660,000  last  year.  Poor  weather,  yellow  virus,  and  higher 
costs  made  1974/75  an  off-year  for  the  U.K.  sugar  indus- 
try. Imports  in  1974/75  totaled  2.2  million  tons,  11  per- 
cent above  those  of  a  year  earlier.  The  EC  agreement  with 
ACP  (African,  Caribbean,  and  Pacific)  producers  for  1.2 
million  tons  annually  for  5  years  will  help  assure  the  U.K. 
minimum  sugar  requirements. 

West  Germany.  The  weather  has  been  favorable  during 
the  1975/76  season  and  production  is  estimated  at  2.8  mil- 
lion tons,  just  slightly  above  that  of  a  year  earlier.  Sugar- 
beet  growers  continued  to  be  in  a  good  position  relative  to 
other  producers,  because  of  favorable  prices. 

Poland.  The  1974/75  sugarbeet  harvest  was  even  less 
than  previously  expected  because  of  bad  weather  at  the  end 
of  the  season.  Some  1.3  million  acres  are  under  contract 
for  1975/76,  10  percent  more  than  planned  area.  Targeted 
sugar  production  during  1975/76  is  2.0  million  tons.  Ex- 
ports are  expected  to  increase  in  1975,  and  Poland  has  re- 
portedly expressed  an  interest  in  exporting  sugar  to  the 
United  States. 

USSR.  Production  has  been  revised  down  to  8.0  million 
tons  for  1974/75.  This  results  from  the  generally  wet  con- 
ditions that  prevailed  in  Europe  during  the  beet  harvest. 
Planned  production  for  1975/76  is  9.6  million  tons.  Acre- 
age planted  was  about  the  same  for  1975/76  as  for  a  year 
earlier.  The  season  to  date  has  been  favorable  in  most 
areas,  although  drought  has  been  reported  in  the  Ural  and 
Volga  areas.  Some  heavy  rainfall  was  reported  in  June  and 
early  July  in  the  extreme  southwestern  USSR  areas  border- 
ing Romania. 

During  1974,  the  USSR  imported  1.9  million  tons  of 
raw  sugar,  nearly  all  from  Cuba.  In  1973,  the  USSR  im- 
ported 1.6  million  tons  from  Cuba  out  of  a  total  of  2.6 
million  tons. 


Africa 

Egypt.  Egypt's  sugar  output  of  600,000  tons  in  1974/75 
was  all  processed  from  sugarcane.  About  142,000  acres 
are  devoted  to  cane  in  the  upper  part  of  the  Nile  Valley. 
Little  additional  land  is  available  in  the  area  for  this  pur- 
pose. However,  new  experimental  beet  plantings  have 
proven  successful  in  the  Nile  Delta.  Two  beet  processing 
factories  are  planned  with  a  total  initial  capacity  of 
100,000  tons. 

Kenya.  Kenya  produced  a  record  sugar  outturn  in 
1974/75  as  cane  yields  were  better  than  those  of  a  year 
earlier  because  of  good  rainfall.  Output  is  expected  to  rise 
even  more  during  1975/76.  However,  consumption  will  be 
up  still  more,  and  import  requirements  will  increase. 

South  Africa.  The  1974/75  sugar  crop  was  not  quite  as 
large  as  previously  estimated,  but  was  still  a  good  harvest 
at  1.9  million  tons.  The  main  reason  for  the  downward 


revision  was  drought  early  in  the  season  that  continued  to 
affect  the  cane  crop.  Prospects  are  for  larger  output  in 
1975/76.  Exports  have  decreased  for  two  consecutive  sea- 
sons, as  internal  consumption  has  increased  steadily. 

Zaire.  Sugar  output  is  estimated  at  70,000  tons  in 
1975/76  as  the  country  attempts  to  reach  self-sufficiency. 
Imports  during  1975  will  be  around  17,000  tons. 


Asia  and  Oceania 

India.  Centrifugal  sugar  output  has  been  revised  up- 
ward to  5.8  million  tons  for  the  1974/75  season.  This  was 
primarily  because  of  better-than-expected  success  with 
disease  and  pest  controls.  Planted  acreage  for  the  1975/76 
crop  is  about  the  same  as  last  year  and  planting  conditions 
were  favorable.  Preliminary  estimates  for  the  present  crop 
indicate  an  outturn  of  6.4  million  tons. 

Sugar  exports  totaled  around  500,000  tons  during 
1974/75.  This  gave  much-needed  foreign  exchange  of  2.1 
billion  rupees  (equivalent  to  about  US$250  million).  Dur- 
ing 1975,  the  Agricultural  Ministry  has  targeted  1.2  mil- 
lion tons.  In  order  to  meet  this  target,  monthly  domestic 
releases  of  sugar  to  the  domestic  market  are  being  kept  at 
about  the  level  of  the  previous  year. 

Noncentrifugal  (gur)  output  was  dowr  in  1974/75  be- 
cause of  favorable  prices  for  centrifugal  sugar.  This 
farm-made  unrefined  brown  sugar  still  remains  the  pri- 
mary sweetening  agent,  by  volume,  in  India  and  is  mainly 
consumed  in  the  rural  areas,  where  most  of  the  population 
resides. 

Japan.  Production  of  491,000  tons  during  1974/75  was 
well  below  that  of  a  year  earlier.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
consumption  was  about  the  same,  import  requirements  in- 
creased to  about  2.9  million  tons.  Long-term  contracts 
have  been  signed  with  Australia  and  Thailand.  Imports 
during  calendar  1974  totaled  2.8  million  tons.  Cuba 
supplied  43  percent  of  this  amount,  followed  by  South  Af- 
rica, 18  percent;  Australia,  11  percent;  and  all  others,  28 
percent.  During  1975,  imports  from  Cuba  are  expected  to 
decline  to  about  500,000  tons. 

Philippines.  The  1974/75  crop  has  been  revised  upward 
to  2.7  million  tons,  as  there  has  been  some  recovery  from 
the  typhoons  that  struck  the  sugar  areas  earlier.  Exports 
are  running  at  the  level  of  1 .5  million  tons  during  1974/75. 
Of  this  amount,  the  following  countries  are  expected  to 
receive  the  quantities  indicated  (in  tons):  Japan,  720,000; 
United  States,  580,000;  and  other,  200,000;  total, 
1,500,000. 

The  outlook  for  1975/76  is  for  continued  moderate  ex- 
pansion, although  the  average  farm  price  of  sugar  was  re- 
duced from  14.6  cents  per  pound  to  10.8  cents  per  pound, 
effective  May  5,  1975. 

Thailand.  Production  is  expected  to  increase  by  about 
10  percent  in  1975/76  from  that  of  a  year  earlier.  Con- 
sumption will  also  rise  about  the  same  amount.  In  the  early 
part  of  1975,  the  main  export  destinations  were  Iran,  Ja- 
pan, United  States,  and  Sri  Lanka,  in  that  order. 


Australia.  There  has  been  a  small  revision  in  the  1974/ 
75  outturn,  now  placed  at  2.9  million  tons.  Production  in 
1975/76  is  believed  to  be  at  about  the  same  level.  A  deci- 
sion has  been  made  to  expand  1976/77  production  by  10 
percent  or  by  around  300,000  tons.  The  new  long-term 
contracts  signed  with  Japan  and  other  countries  are  ac- 
counting for  exports  of  1.2  million  tons  in  calendar  1975 
out  of  total  exports  of  around  1 .9  million  tons. 

Molasses 

World  output  of  molasses  amounted  to  26.4  million  tons 
in  1974/75,  just  slightly  below  that  of  a  year  earlier. 

Brazil.  Output  was  about  the  same  in  1974/75  as  during 
the  year  before.  Exports,  however,  increased  to  1 .0  mil- 
lion tons,  and  Brazil  continues  as  the  world's  largest 
molasses  exporter. 

India.  Although  India  is  a  large  producer  of  molasses, 
little  is  exported.  Production  was  2.0  million  tons  in 
1974/75,  200,000  tons  above  the  previous  year's  output. 

Japan.  Japan  is  the  second  largest  importer  of  mo- 
lasses.   Output  continues   at  about    180,000   tons,   while 


consumption  has  been  fairly  static  during  the  past  3 
years.  Imports,  therefore,  have  increased  only  slightly. 

Mexico.  Production  of  molasses  was  up  about  2  percent 
in  1974/75  over  the  level  of  the  previous  year.  Molasses 
exports  of  680.000  tons  were  about  55  percent  of  produc- 
tion, ranking  Mexico  second  as  a  world  molasses  exporter. 

Thailand.  Output  is  rising  steadily.  Production  was 
870,000  tons  in  1974/75  and  exports  totaled  237.000  tons. 
Domestic  consumption  is  expected  to  increase  as  a  result 
of  the  construction  of  a  large  industrial  alcohol  plant.  This 
may  stabilize  Thailand's  exportable  surplus  of  molasses. 

United  States.  Continental  U.S.  production  of  molasses 
declined  slightly  in  1974/75  from  that  of  the  previous  year 
in  line  with  lower  sugar  output.  Imports  of  industrial 
molasses  decreased  in  1974  on  a  quantity  basis  as  a  result 
of  reduced  consumption  because  of  higher  prices.  The 
value  of  U.S.  molasses  imports  increased,  however,  to 
$121.9  million,  compared  with  S96.1  million  a  year  ear- 
lier. 

USSR.  Output  of  molasses  was  off  in  1974/75  as  was 
that  of  sugar,  and  the  USSR  continued  to  do  little  foreign 
trading  in  molasses.
